Is Confidence Misplaced

The childish confidence of the American people in the 
nobility of our Constitution and the protection which we be 
liev e it sets up between us and many terrible ev ils of a po 
litical hallucination. We dose ourselv es with “education” at 
colossal expense and ev en driv e murderous lunatic children 
into schools for confinement for three to fiv e hours a day, 
but cannot maintain the intelligence to realize more than a 
few minutets at a stretch that the Constitution long ago 
crumbled and blew away. 
T he E m ancip ation P roclam ation, 
a p olitical tric k rep re sente d a s an 
a c t of sp iritu al nobility, w a s also 
a rep u d iation of the right of an 
ow ner to his p rop erty. T he fact 
tha t the Southern sta te s w ere at 
w ar w ith the N orthern s ta te s gav e 
no m oral benefit to L incoln’s sanc­ 
tim onious a c t. The w a r w a s not 
yet decided and, a t the tim e of 
the p roclam ation, the South w as a* 
right as the N orth. So the N orth 
stru ck a frau d u lent p ose of nobility 
to sanctify an a c t of w a r w hich 
achiev ed w ithout bloodshed a v ic­ 
tory w orth an ocean of Union blood.

T ru e, the 
N orth, in the sav age mood of re ­ 
constru ction and sanctim oniou s re­ 
v enge, did u nd erta k e to ra tify this 
m ean course by adop ting the 13th 
A m endm ent. B u t tha t w as ex post 
facto ap p rov al of a w rong alread y 
done. And it v iolated by constitu ­
